An Act To Preserve the Viability of Services
to Maine's Citizens with Mental Retardation

Emer gency preamble. Wher eas, acts and resolves of the Legislature do not become effective
until 90 days after adjournment unless enacted as emergencies,; and

Whereas, the Mental Retardation Waiver - MaineCare program is facing a significant shortfall
for the current fiscal year; and

Wher eas, asignificant amount of the shortfall is due to the extraordinary amount of claims paid
from the account for prior fiscal years; and

Wher eas, theshortfall has caused the Department of Health and Human Servicesto makedramatic
cuts to services being delivered in the current fiscal year; and

Wher eas, the Department of Health and Human Services has al so been forced to close the waiver
to new individuals; and

Wher eas, this program represents the safety net for Maine's most vulnerable citizens; and

Wher eas, inthejudgment of the Legislature, these facts create an emergency within the meaning
of the Consgtitution of Maine and require the following legislation as immediately necessary for the
preservation of the public peace, health and safety; now, therefore,

Beit enacted by the People of the State of Maine asfollows:

Sec. 1. Additional federal matching assistance per centage funding; Department
of Health and Human Services, authorized expenditure. Notwithstanding any other
provision of law, in the event that any temporary increase in Maine's federal matching assistance
percentage exceeds $98,800,000, the State Budget Office shall transfer up to $15,000,000 by financial
order to the Department of Health and Human Services Mental Retardation Waiver - MaineCare program
upon approval of the Governor. The funds must be used for aone-time initiative to restore servicesto the
level provided during thefirst half of fiscal year 2008-09.

Sec. 2. Appropriations and allocations. The following appropriations and allocations are
made.
